When a Santa Ana woman gave a short single sentence yon? \ 
statement in support of a resolution being considered, a 
surprised Supervisor Don Roth said, “Very good. Thank you. 

But as Wednesday’s 
board meeting progressed the few statements made from the floor 
were of the same brief positive nature. 
Among the items considered during the meeting was an 
amendment to the county’s Master Plan of Arterial Highways. The 
amendment would cancel plans to es beeen eee 
University Drive fee icitvodes niu heer Avenue in the 
Upper Newport Bay wetlands. 
During the public hearing the resolution received support 
from Newport Beach City Engineer Don Web and the Friends of 
Newport Bay spokesman Frank Robinson. 
Robinson said that he supported this decision because it “is 
the last step making all the lands compatible with the reserve, " 
which he said, “represents about five to 10 percent of what is 
left of what used to be extensive wetlands. " | 
Officials said that plans to improve connecting ramps 
between the Corona Del Mar and Newport freeways will accommodate

traffic that was to be handled by the canceled stretch of 
University Drive. 

The resolution passed 4-0. 

Supervisor Gaddi Vasquez, at the request of the federal 
government, was attending the inauguration of the president of 
Uruguay and did not vote. 

Another item considered was a resolution to condemn a parcel : 
of land in the Santa Ana Heights area. The parcel, which_i geeme 
owned by Robert Mark Stansbury, is in an area Cee 
which is designated for residential and equestrian use. It is ot 
currently being used as a commercial nursery. |District Five 
Supervisor Thomas Riley and staff outlined the unsuccessful steps 
that had been taken to work with the owner to bring the property 
into conformity with the redevelopment plan for that area. After 
the comment from the Santa Ana woman, the resolution to condemn 
the property and bring it under the jurisdiction of the Orange 
County Redevelopment Agency was passed 4-0.
